The  Fullers  who  came  over  on  the  “Mayflower”  in  1920  were  as  follows: 
Edward  Fuller,  his  wife,  Ann.,  and  son,  Samuel;  Susanna  (Fuller)  Wrhite. 
They  were  married  just  before  they  started  from  England. 

Dr.  Samuel  Fuller,  who  left  his  wife,  Bridget  (Lee)  Fuller,  to  come  after 
he  had  selected  a  spot  for  their  future  home.  She  came  in  the  ship  “Ann”, 
arriving  in  Plymouth  in  July,  1623. 

THE  MAYFLOWER  AND  ITS  PASSENGERS 

The  “Mayflower”,  a  180-ton  vessel,  sailed  from  Southamton,  England, 
on  September  16th,  1620,  arriving  at  Cape  Cod  Nov.  21st,  1620,  thence  to 
Plymouth  Rock  where  its  passangers  landed  Dec.  21st,  1620..  Nineteen  fam¬ 
ilies  built  each  their  own  house,  thus  establishing  the  “Plymouth  Colony.” 

Just  pievious  to  their  landing  at  “Plymouth  Rock”  the  following  Con¬ 
tract  was  drawn  up  and  signed  in  the  cabin  of  the  “Mayflower”: 

IN  THE  NAME  OF  GOD,  AMEN.  We,  whose  names  are  underwritten, 
the  Loyal  Subjects  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  King  James,  by  the  Grace  of  God, 
of  Great  Briton,  France  and  Ireland,  King,  defender  of  the  Faith,  &c.; 

Having  undertaken,  for  the  Glory  of  God  and  the  Advancement  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Faith,  and  honor  of  our  King  and  Country,  a  voyage  to  plant  the  first 
Colony  in  the  Northern  Parts  of  Virginia,  do,  by  these  presents,  Solemnly 
and  Mutually,  in  the  presence  of  God  and  One  Another,  Covenant,  and  Com¬ 
bine  Ourselves  together  into  a  civill  body  politike,  for  our  better  ordering  and 
preservation,  and  furtherance  of  the  ends  aforesaid,  and  the  virtue  hereof  to 
Enact,  to  Constitute  and  Frame  such  Just  and  Equall  Laws,  Ordinances,  Acts, 
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Constitution,  Offices  from  time  to  time  as  shall  be  thought  most  meet  and 
convenient  for  the  general  good  cf  the  Colony,,  unto  which,  we  promise  all 
due  submission  and  obedience.  In  witness  whereof  we  have  heieunto  sub¬ 
scribed  our  names,  Cape  Ccd,  11th  of  November  (Nov.  21st)  in  the  yeare  of 
the  Raigne  of  our  Sovereign  Lord,  King  James  of  England,  France  and  Ire¬ 
land  18  and  of  Scotland  54,  Anno  Domino,  1G20.

Among  the  passengers  on  the  “Mayflower”  were  Edward  Fuller  and  Dr. 
Samuel  Fuller,  brothers;  and  Susanna  Fuller  White,  their  sister,  who  mar¬ 
ried  William  White  in  England.  Edwaid  Fuller  had  with  him  his  wife,  Ann, 
and  his  son,  Samuel,  then  ten  years  old. 


Dr.  Samuel  Fuller  had  his  servant  with  him,  but  left  his  wife,  Bridget, 
in  England  to  come  after  he  nad  selected  a  spot  fer  their  future  home.  The 
servant  died  during  the  passage  over,  but  all  the  other  passengers  arrived 
at  Plymouth  Rock  (Mass.).  Bridget  Lee  Fuller,  the  wife  of  Samuel,  arrived 
in  July,  1623,  on  the  ship  “Ann”  Samuel  Fuller  was  an  educated  physician  of 
Newr  England.  He  was  a  devoted  Christian,  a  Deacon  in  the  Plymouth  church 
and  one  w'ho  took  deep  interest  in  the  public  affairs  of  the  Colony,  and  was 
greatly  respected  by  all  the  colonists.  He  died  in  Plymouth  Rock  in  1633, 
leaving  his  wridowr,  Bridget,  and  a  son,  Samuel,  Jr.,  wrho  in  1664  joined  with 
his  mother  in  making  a  gift  to  the  “First  Church  of  Plymouth”  of  the  lot  on 
which  the  church  parsonage  was  erected.  Samuel  Fuller,  Jr.,  married  Ann,  a 
daughter  of  his. cousin,  Mathew  Fuller. 


Edward  Fuller  and  his  wife,  Ann,  died  in  1621,  only  a  few  months  after 
arriving  in  America,  leaving  an  orphan  son,  Samuel,  wrho  came  over  witn 
them. 


SAMUEL  FULLER-2  (Edward-1) — Born  in  Redenhali,  Norfolk  County, 
England,  in  1610,  came  to  this  country  with  his  parents,  in  the  “Mayflower” 
in  1G20.  After  the  death  of  his  parents,  Edwaid  and  Ann  Fuller,  in  1621,  he 
.■ved  with  his  uncle,  Samuel  Fuller.  In  the  division  of  the  land  of  the  Colony 
among  the  Colonists  in  1624,  he  was,  out  of  respect  to  his  deceased  parents, 
counted  as  three  persons.  He  removed  to  Scituate,  Mass.,  and  on  April  8th, 
1635,  was  married  to  Jane,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  John  Lathrop,  the  civil  rites 
being  performed  by  Capt.  Miles  Standish.  He  was  made  a  Freeman  of  the

Colony  in  1634.  He  took  with  him  credentials  from  the  Plymouth  Church  and 
joined  the  Church  in  Scituate  Nov.  7th,  1638.  Jane  Lathrop  was  born  in 
Edgerly,  Kent  County,  England,  and  her  father,  Rev.  Thomas  Lathrop  cf 
Elen,  Yorkshire,  England,  had  a  history  in  England,  having  been  second  Min¬ 
ister  of  the  First  Independent  Church  in  England..  He  had  the  distinction  of 
having  been  imprisoned  by  Archbishop  Land,  and  on  his  release  in  1634  came 
to  America  and  settled  at  Scituate,  and  later  lemoved  to  Barnstable,  Mass. 
Samuel  Fuller  and  wife,  Jane,  removed  to  Barnstable,  Mass.,  in  1641.  He 
lived  a  simple  life,  retiring  in  disposition  and  habit,  eminently  pious,  an 
honest  man,  gcod  neighbor  and  Christian  gentleman.  He  amassed  large 
wealth  for  that  time.  He  died  Oct.  31st,  1683,  being  one  of  the  last  survivors 
of  the  “Mayflower”  passangers.

Revilo  Fuller  was  a  farmer  by  occupation  and  immediately  after  his  mar¬ 
riage  they  moved  onto  the  homestead  of  Col.  John  Ransom  of  Kent,  Conn., 
who  was  his  grandfather,  whose  second  wife  was  Mrs.  Rebecca  (Giddings) 
Fuller’s  grandmother,  and  they  resided  with  and  were  cared  for  as  lcng  as 
they  lived,  by  Revilo  and  Rebecca  Fuller. 

Col.  John  Ransom,  by  his  will,  devised  his  homestead  to  Revilo  Fuller, 
and  he  occupied  it  as  long  as  he  lived  in  Kent.  All  their  children  having  been 
born  on  the  Col.  John  Ransom  homestead.  Col.  John  Ransom  died  in  March, 
1800. 

In  1820  Revilo  Fuller  sold  his  farm  in  Kent  to  Philo  Mills,  and  moved  to 
Salisbury,  Conn.,  where  he  lived  until  he  died,  Oct.  31st,  1846.  His  wife  died 
July  26th,  1849.  Revilo  Fuller  had  from  his  father  a  carved  oaken  chest  and 
a  small  iron  kettle  which  were  brought  from  England  on  the  “Mayflower”  in 
1620.  The  chest  is  now  in  possession  of  Revilo’s  granddaughter,  Mrs.  Lavina 
B.  Fuller,  of  17  Oak  St.,  Carbondale,  Penn.  The  kettle  is  in  the  possession  oi 
Revilo’s  great  grandson,  Henry  A.  Fuller,  who  is  an  attorney  in  Wilkesbarre, 
Penn. 

Revilo  Fuller  received  from  his  father  the  traditional  statement  that  his 
early  ancestors  in  this  country  came  over  in  the  “Mayflower”  in  1620,  but 
he  could  not  remember  the  names  of  any  of  those  who  preceded  his  grand¬ 
father,  Thomas  Fuller,  Jr.,  born  in  East  Haddam,  Conn.,  April  5th,  1717.  We 
learn  from  published  extracts  from  records  of  the  Plymouth  Colony,  supple¬ 
mented  by  reliable  information  obtained  from  reliable  sources,  by  descend¬ 
ants  of  the  Fullers  who  came  over  in  the  “Mayflower”,  much  to  aid  in  tracing 
the  ancestry  of  this  Thomas  Fuller,  Jr. 

(I  have  a  complete  record  of  the  above  Thomas  Fuller,  Jr.’s  ancestors  and 
the  above  statements  are  correct. — Albert  Eugene  Fuller.)
